Returning officer Sly presided. 
The financial statement was read 
and explained by the secretary, Mr. 
W G. Way, and showed the district 
to be in good financial standing, 
despite the heavy expenditure last 
year on <:nachinery, etc. 

THE REEVE’S ADDRESS 

Reeve Angus Watson spoke on 
the previous year’s work of the 
municipality. During the past year 
they had spent more money on road 
improvement thai#was covered by 
the annual taxes for that purpose, 
but the balance was represented by 
moneys received by the Provincial 
Government, etc. The new engine 
and grader had done satisfactory 
work during the year. They had 
been fortunate in having good help 
on the grader, and had done better 
work at less cest than in any pre- 
vious year in the history of the 
municipality. 

FINANCES 

Councillor E. E. Green dealt with 
the financial end of the situation 
aod with road work. The Council 
had worked ou a different basis this 
year, than formerly. They had 
spent ao enormous amount of money 
on machinery, almost $10,000, and 
in his opinion it was justified by the 
results. 

Betore investing in the engine and 
grader they had figured that they 
could work with them for $50 per 
mile, and their operating cost last 
year was only $41.60 per mile. 
They had done 150% miles during 
the year, including Government

the average yreld per acre will be 
low. However, there wis over three 
times as much land irrigated as 
was the case in 1914 °nd with very 
profitable resulis. Very little grain 
was irrigated early enough but even 
the late irrigated grain showed a 
comparatively large yield alongside 
adjacent dry land crops or un-irri— 
gated portions of the same field. 


AVERAGE YIELDS 


A considerable amount of grain 
was irrigated to make feed and 
on account ot the favorable Fall and 
late frost, did wel] and in many cases 
made a fair yield of grain, The 
average yield of Spring wheat tor 
the seven years, Igtt to 1917, was 
22% bu per acre and the average 
for oats during the same period was 
alittle less than go bu. per acre. 

The maximum yield of wheat 
during this period was 70 bu, per 
acre, aud the maximum yield of oats 
was 130 bu. per acre. 

PASTURE WILL PAY 

Since the period of high prices tor 
grain is ‘about over and the profits 
from stock raising and dairying 
promise to coatinue to be attractive, 
it is good common sense to put in 
hay and pasture grass. Alfalfa or 
grass for hay in particular, should 
be on irrigated land where pessible, 
and the Jand should be properly 
graded, smoothed and ditched for 
irrigation before seeding down. 

Expetiments conducted by Mr. 
[.on H. Bark in Idaho have shown 
that it takes about twice as much 
water to raise maximum crops of 
bay as it does of grain, hence the 
advantage of having such crops on 
irrigated land, On account of winter 
killing of alfalfa grown from Mon- 
tana Seed, we are now advocating 
the planting of pure Grimm Seed 
only, and since this is yery hard to 
secure is high priced, we are 
recommending various grass MIx- 
tures for hay and pasture, 

The feeding value ot alfalfa and 
property enriching the soil 
make its productson so profitable 
that it will pay to 
especial care is necessary, as would

alfalfa can be grown successfully if 
all the known

summarised as follows—Use pure

Grimm seed planted early on finely 
prepared rich, well drained ground. 
Arrange the cuttings each year so 
that there is a growth about a foot 
high left each fallto form a wirter 
mulch. If this is done the alfalfa 
starts early and vigorously to grow 
in the spring, and if irrigated pro- 
perly will produce two cuttings and 
the mulch required in the fall during 
an ordinary season 

The grasses also start earlier and 
produce more heavily if not cut or 
grazed too closely in the fall, The 
idea of planting mixed grasses is a 
good one for many reason. A grass 
mixture should combine hardiness, 
feeding value, a profitable yield, and 
fer permanence should contain both 
bunch and sod forming grass and a 
legume, such as alfalfa 
which tends to keep up the supply of 
nitrogen in the soil,
